Tried For Shooting His Father | 
Tre following is the evidence given 


‘at the preliminary hezring of How- 
ard Stewart ‘charged W-th shooting his 
father on Monday, Sune 20th, near 
Saskatoon : es 
Manda Stewart, being swcern, ead: 
—I am mother of the accused. ‘This 
shoctirg ecurred last Monday. Fred- 
erick L. Stewart was Howard's fath- 
er. I was his wife. i eceurred at 
28-29-10, W, 3rd M. in the afternoon 
near five o'clock. We called Frederick 
L. Stewart 4o dinner at the dinner 
hour. ile came et two o’c.ock and ask- 
ed my daughter if she had called him 
to dinner. She toid him she had. He 
said, “I did not se,” We always hang 
a coth out. He ate his dinner and 
whiie he was eating she and Howard 
went to the tent, and I went 4 zittle 
tater. The tent was in front of the 
shack. I lay down on the pei in the 
tent wiih Edna and Howerd. Edna is 
18 past and Howard ‘s 10 “past. In 
the meantime he went and played with 
Blanche and then went out. Bianche 
ig 15. After Le went out an Eng-sh- 
man came down from Mr. Wood's for 
eggs. The dog parked and I ‘ooked 
out end gaw Mr. Stewart talking w:-th 
the Engushman. He brought him in- 
to the house and sat down in the door. 
He talked there while; [ gathered the 
eggs. I gave the Enguishman a jar 
of butiertnk. When he left I ‘went 
to the tent to take off the buier I 
tad churned in tne forenoon. As I 
lifted the butter into the bovl he came 
down on the trunk just a 
spoke 


in and sat 
short distance from me. He 
about the nice iot of butter F had 
taken off and sad, “I tel you, Man- 
da, the next wife I get I don’t in-: 
tend she shail work very nard.” He 
expected to have servanis and have ev- 
erything nice. He was not mad then. 
We had separated on the 4th of Apv- 
ri. I was living on my daughter’s 
homestead. Until two weeks ago he 
stayed on the Fau.kner p-ace. Two 
weeks ago we met hm as we were 
coming to town and he deciared his 
intention of pitching his tent on my 
daughter's homestead. We forbade 
him. He said in effect, “How in —— 
could we help ourselves, he could ‘do 
ae he —— —— peased.” When we got 
back the tent was pitched and he had 
taken posseesion of the barn and he 
head gone to town. We came home cn 
Wednesday and he came on IJfrday- 
He boarded with us and sep: in tne 
tent until Monday, the 20th. On the 
¥riday afternoon before ths he had 
asked me if I did not think it best 
for him to get married again. I to.d 
him I did. On several occasions he 
had asked me to iive with him and I 
tad said I never would. Afterwards 
he said that if I came down on the 
4th he woud introduce me to the lady. 
He went over and sat down on the 
foot of the bed and said, “didn’t 
think he was good locking enough to 
patch alzmost anyone.” Edna ‘sai, 
“Ma, why don’t you iook at pa?” He 
had put Howard's cap on his head. 
I tooked wp at him. He raised up off 
the bed and caught me by the throat 
and shouider and threw me over on to 
the ped. He then caught me around 
the throat with both hands and pul 
Lis knee about half way up. He was 
hurting me. Hie was mad then. I did 
not think he was mad when he first 
threw me con t»> the bed, but when he 
put iis knee up then I knew he was. 
fle was not choking me bad. I sa, 
“Fred, I want you to Zet me up.” He 
would aot and I told him I would 
cali Blanche, saying, “You know when 
I call her she always helps me.” By 
that time Howard had raised up and 
grabbing the butter ladle he struck 
kim two or thres times. His pa tod 
tim to. stop. Howard bad heard me 
call for Blanche and ran for her to 
come guick. Thiie she was com'rg 
E’ina gsaised up and pushed him Sack, 
saying. she had hed enough of his 
foolishness.

I don’t know what effect my 
seizing the barre. had on the direction 
of its pointing. 

Mr. Stewart and I hed quarrefed be- 
fore. I have been knocked around, 
kicked, choked, my chiudren had just 
come *o fear their father would do ser- 
‘ous violence. Miy huscand had at 
different times threaencd to take my 
‘ife and the children’s. I have separ- 
eted ircm my husband before on ac- 

| count of abuse. I eft him the last 
time because we coud not endure the 
way he beat me a: well as the old- 
est girl. He came to the homestead 
twice befcre and brought the cattie out. 
He came in an opposite direction. WE- 
ite Wood, the hired man, Blanche,
